Exposing 

corruption 
hazardous 
to soldiers

IN THE Armed Forces, exposing cor- 
ruption can be hazardous to one's ca- 
reer—as illustrated by the case of ex- 
Capt. Rene Jarque. 

In 1997, Jarque wrote an article in 
the Army Journal on the military prac- 
tice of converting procurements into 
cash equivalents, of what is common- 
ly called "conversion." 

The 1986 graduate of the US Mili 
tary Academy in West Point, who took 
part in the 1987 and 1989 coup at- 
tempts against the Aquino administra- 
tion, wrote the article titled "Conver- 
sion: Ethics and Inefficiency" as а 
constructive analysis” of what he 
thought was a important issue in the 
AFR 

But Army officials turned ballistic 
instead of analytical. As a senior offi- 
cial said then, Jarque's article was 
nothing but “hearsay” because "ton- 
version does not exist.” 

The Army leadership recalled 
copies of the magazine that had been 
sent to units in the Visayas and Min- 
danao. And those copies still at Army 
headquarters in Fort Bonifacio were 
set on fire—like witches atthe stake, 

Disillusioned, Jarque resigned 
months later to join a multinational 
firm. 

“T have come to the conclusion that 
neither the pen nor the sword can stop 
corruption in the Armed Forces,” Jar- 
que, recalling the coup attempts and 
the controversy over his article, once 
told the Inquire. 

Young officers who close their eyes 
to corruption in their offices—or 
worse, cooperate with their se- 
niors—usually get money, protection

AFTER higher oil prices and in- 
creased transport fares comes 
higher electricity rates. But this 
time, the rich will not be affect- 
ей, 

Starting this month, close to four 
million customers of Manila Electric 
Co. with a monthly electric consump: 
tion of more than 100 kilowatts willbe 
paying higher electricity rates while 
big industrial consumers in Meralco's 
franchise areas will be paying less af- 
ter the Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion removed last week 40 percent of 
the subsidy for small consumers. 

"The higher electricity rates will be 
reflected in the October billing of Mer- 
alco customers. 

Aside from residential customers, 
also to be affected by the removal of 
the subsidy are government hospitals 
which по longer enjoy lower elec- 
tricity rates 

Residential and general service cus- 
tomers will pay an additional 28.52 
centavos per kilowatt-hour; small in- 
dustrial users, 40.62 centavos per 
kWh, and government hospitals, 
43.56 centavos per kWh. 

These consumers used to enjoy a 
subsidy of 71.30 centavos per kWh at 
the expense of industrial users which 
had to pay higher electricity rates. 

After the ERC removed 40 percent 
of the inter-class cross-subsidies for 
Meralco customers on Oct. 4, large 
non-industrial service commercia 
users will be paying 27.83 centavos 
Jess per kWh and extra large industrial 
service customers, 25.22 centavos less 
per kWh beginning this month 

Medium non-industrial service 
commercial customers will enjoy а 
rate reduction of 23.12 centavos per 
kWh; small non-industrial service 
users, 12.66 centavos per kWh; large 
industrial service consumers, 1095 
centavos per kWh, and medium indus- 
trial service users, 3.57 centavos рег

However, small consumers enjoying 
lifeline rates or those using less than 
100 kWh will continue to enjoy lower 
rates until 2011 as provided for under 
the Electric Power Industry Reform 
Act of 2001. These number around 1.3 
million, or more than 30 percent of all 
residential customers.

INSTEAD of abolishing Congress, why not 
makeit smaller? 

Rep. Allan Peter Cayetano (NB Pateros- 
Taguig) has proposed the adoption of a uni- 
cameral "Filipino form of parliament" com- 
posed of 24 nationally elected members, sec- 
toral representatives, as well as governors 
and mayors of highly urbanized cities. 

“Abolishing Congress is easy. Provi 
alternative to prevent the possibility of dicta- 
torship while providing a solution to many of. 
‘our systemic problems is the difficult part," 
Cayetano said. 

The proposal, he said, would solve the prob- 
lem of electing a prime minister who could be. 
any of the 24 nationally elected members. 

Party-ist and sectoral representatives repre- 
senting the marginalized sectors should be in- 
cluded because they do not get elected in the tra- 
ditional districts or other political units. Gover- 
nors and mayors would replace district congress- 
men as members of parliament since they are di- 
rectly involved with their constituents, he said. 

Cayetano said his proposal would be much 
cheaper because there would be no extra 
salaries, emoluments and benefits for majori- 
ty of the members of parliament since they 
were already local government officials. 

He said there would be no need for pork bar- 
rel funds since governors and mayors would be 
implementing the projects in their own areas. 

in addition, the government could effective- 
ly streamline agencies with overlapping func- 
tions with the local governments, he said. 

The call for the abolition of Congress was made 
by Romulo Macalimal, lawyer of President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo in the last presidential elections, in 
‘order for the country to cope with the fiscal isis. 

Cayetano noted that the government had 
always been weak in implementing regulato- 
ry functions. 

By making local governments the chief im- 
plementor of national government programs, 
the people could expect better results in the 
implementation of laws in the local level. 

“Many of our systemic problems like the 
conflict between the national and local gov- 
ernments will be solved without sacrificing 
check and balance,” Cayetano said.

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US aid to RP 
to continue, 
Says envoy 


DAVAO CITY—US Ambassador tothe Philippines. 
Francis Ricciardone said the financial assistance 
being extended by the United States to the Philip- 
pines would continue, regardless ofthe outcome. 
ofthe November US presidential elections. 

"The relation between US and RP was al- 
ways strong even before (George W) Bush 
was elected president. 1 don’t see any big 
changes in the partnership ofthese two coun- 
tries,” Ricciardone told reporters during a. 
press conference here Thursday. 

Ricciardone said his government would 
continue to undertake development projects 
in the country, especially in Mindanao, to up- 
lift the condition of the people. 

"The US-funded Growth with Equity in Min- 
danao (GEM) drafts and oversees the imple- 
mentation of projects aimed at boosting the 
island's development through the accelera- 
tion of peace and economic activities in war- 
ravaged areas. 

Ricciardone, who was here for the launch- 
ing of Asia's first US virtual consulate, admit- 
ted the peace and order problem in Mindanao 
had always been the stumbling block to the is- 
land's development. 

He also took the opportunity to clarify that 
the US had no interest in exploiting Mindanao 
once peace finally came to the region. 

He said contrary to the allegations of militant 
groups, the setting up of the virtual consulate 
was not intended to gather information that the 
US could use to exploit Mindanao’ riches.

Gov't scored 
for dragging 
feet on Sabah

‘OPPOSITION Sen. Aquilino Pimentel Jr. yes- 
terday twitted the government for dragging 
its feet on the country’s claim to oil-rich Sabah. 
“to the detriment” of the country and the heirs 
ofthe Sultanate of Sulu. 

"The Senate minority leader charged that Pres- 
ident Macapagal-Arroyo exemplified the gov- 
emments “apathy” toward the claim when she 
abolished the bipartisan Executive legislative 
Advisory Council on the Sabah issue last month. 

Foreign Undersecretary Franklin Ebdalin's 
admission that the claim had been “put in the 
backburner" to avoid straining diplomatic ties 
with Malaysia only made this “more obvious," 
Pimentel said in a statement. 

“Ms Arroyo would be doing an injustice to 
her father’ legacy if she will not give the 
Sabah claim the attention it deserves,” Pi- 
mentel said, recalling that President Diosda- 
do Macapagal initiated the country's territori- 
al claim on Sabah in 1962. 

A foreign affairs official, however, said the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs was quietly analyz- 
ing and studying documents pertaining to the 
claim just in case the government decides to re- 
vive it before the International Court of Justice. 

“Weve not given up on it,” said the official, 
‘Who asked notto be named, pointing as proof to 
the governments firm position not to establish 
a consulate in Kota Kinabalu, Sabah' capital. 

Echoing Ebdalin, the official said the gov- 
ernment was hesitant to press the claim anew 
for the sake of “regional cooperation.” Both 
the Philippines and Malaysia are part of the 
Association of Southeast Asian Nations. 

But the source doubted the claim would 
prosper, noting that the ICJ requires both par- 
ties—Manila and Kuala Lumpur—to agree to 
bring it for arbitration before it assumes juris- 
diction over it. Kuala Lumpur has maintained 
that Sabah is part of Malaysia. 

‘The former North Borneo state was part of 
the Sulu sultanate until it was leased to a 
British trading company in 1878, This was ced- 
edin 1963 to Malaysia, which continues to pay 
annual rent to the heirs of the Sulu sultan.

Donors from near and far, many 
of them ordinary wage eames, helped 
make the dream come true. Even the 
poor offered their widow's mite, some 
Justenough to buy one hollow block.

He said parliamentary elections next 
spring followed by the seating of parlia- 
ment and ongoing strengthening of lo- 
cal institutions and deepening of civic 
education would “embody the consoli- 
dation of democracy" in the country,

ап opinion piece on Saturday's polls, ti- 
ted "Democracy Rises in Afghanistan,” 
for placement in foreign papers.

Howard runs 
away with 
Aussie poll 


SYDNEY— Prime Minister John Howard scored 
а convincing victory in Australia's federal elec- 
tion Saturday winning a historic fourth term in a 
vote that will ensure the staunch US ally will 
keep its troops in iraq for the foreseéable future. 

With more than 60 percent of the votes tallied, 
Labor Party leader Mark Latham conceded de- 
feat in a speech to supporters in wester Sydney, 
saying he called Howard to congratulate him. 

“Tonight was not our night,” Latham told 
the crowd, 

The election was widely seen abroad as the 
first referendum for the three leaders who 
launched the March 2003 invasion of Iraq, 
with US President George W. Bush facing а 
ballot next month and Britain's Tony Blair 
probably facing voters next year. 

Labor had vowed to bring the roughly 900 
Australian troops deployed in Iraq home by 
Christmas, while Howard insisted they would. 
stay until the Iraqis asked them to leave. 

Howard was expected to claim victory in a 
speech soon after Latham's concession, His 
team became confident soon after early 
counting showed the conservative coalition 
had taken an early lead, and became ecstatic 
as this held throughout the: 

This "is an extraordinary feat for Prime 
Minister John Howard,” Finance Minister 
Nick Minchin said earlier on Australian 
Broadcasting Corp. television. 

With around 65 percent of the votes count- 
ed, official figures showed Howard's coalition 
had 52.3 percent to Labor's 47.7 percent, giv- 
ing ita clear lead in the race for a majority in. 
parliament's 150-seat lower house, where 
government is formed. 

“1 think at this stage of the evening it's go- 
ing to be almost impossible for Labor to win 
this election," Labor Sen. Robert Ray told 
Channel Nine television just a few hours into. 
the count, "We are too far behind in too many 
seats at this stage for victory"

health and education than on Howard's unpopular

Locusts threaten 
Africa anew; 
food crisis feared 


DAKAR—Swarms of desert locusts are on the. 
move across north and west Africa in what ex- 
perts warn could be an even more devastating 
invasion than the one earlier this year, renew- 
ing fears of a food crisis. 

Swarms of immature locusts invaded 
southwestern Libya near the Algerian border 
this week, the UN Food and Agriculture Orga- 
nization (FAO) said, and continued to form in 
southern Mauritania, the country worst-hit by 
this year’s infestation. 

Northern Senegal, Mali, and northern Burke 
ina Faso are also fertile breeding grounds for 
the young locusts, which have formed the 
worst swarms in more than a decade, able to 
carpeta square kilometer with up to 80 million. 
ofthe finger-length insects, which change col- 
or from pink to yellow as they mature, 

Southem Guinea's forested region on the 
border with Liberia has also been invaded by lo- 
аз, local media reported. FAO's locust chief 
Clive Elliott said that the UN agency had пог 
seen any evidence of their presence, however. 

A series of good rains, first in the Sahel last 
summer and then in northwest Arca during win- 
ter and spring have created favorable conditions 
for locust development, allowing at least four gen- 
erations of locusts to breed in quick succession. 

“Despite control operations, new swarms 
are expected to form in October and should 
begin to head toward northwestern Africa, 
probably on a bigger scale than in February" 
FAO said ina statement Tuesday. 

second generation of egg-laying and 
hatching is expected in some parts of the Sa- 
hel, leading to the formation of new larvae 
bands from mid-October.” 

‘The life span of a desert locust lasts be- 
teen three and five months. A mature, gre- 
garious female can lay between 95 and 160 
eggs ata time and averages three laying cy- 
cles during her lifetime.

However, in the case of the de- 
cision of the Armed Forces of the Philippines to 
hand Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia for prosecution over to 
civilian courts, his actions might be construed as tanta- 


mount to ducking for cover. 


‘The AFP chief of staff argues that subjecting Garcia toa 
court martial (as this newspaper called 
EDITORIAL for the other day) runs the risk of tar- 
nishing the military. In his words, “If... 
the decision of the court martial is in favor of General 
Garcia, we will be accused of protecting or being biased 
again.” We submit, however, that by washing its hands of 
Garcia, the AFP is acting to protect him and therefore is 
showing its bias. Subjecting Garcia to civilian criminal 
prosecution serves to protect, or rather, insulate the mil 

tary from meting out justice to one of its officers, and be- 
trays a bias for turning a military scandal into a political 
game and against the military's own institutions of justice 


and punishment. 


No one has argued that the military, under its Articles of 
War that date back to 1938 (variously amended in the 
1950s, the 1960s and under martial law) lacks the legal 
‘means to investigate, try and punish Garcia—or that the 
same mechanisms deprive him of his day in court. At the 
same time, no one has argued that civilian authorities 
lack the jurisdiction and means to criminally prosecute 
him as well. The allegation that Garcia has amassed mil- 
lions of pesos in unexplained wealth merits the most 
thorough investigation and prosecution by all authorized 


organs of the state. 


By refusing to subject Garcia to a court martial, the AFP 
is putting the entire burden of prosecution on civilian au- 
thorities. This serves to, first ofall, reduce the chance of 
punishment by 50 percent. It also increases the chances 
of Garcia vindicating himself by the same percentage. 
Just as holding a court martial might present a no-win sit-

AFEW weeks ago, while mulling over a num- 
ber of subjects for my Sunday column, { real- 
ized that Gen. Narciso Abaya, the Armed 
Forces chief of staff, was approaching the com- 
pulsory retirement age of 56. I was aware that 
in the past, a number of AFP chiefs were al- 
owed to serve in the position beyond the age 
limit but not exceeding a maximum period of 
three years. The late Gen. Arturo Enrile was 
the first beneficiary of this interpretation of 
the retirement law during the incumbency of 
former President Fidel V Ramos. Subsequent- 
ly a number of AFP chiefs served beyond the 
age of $6. 

‘On Oct 29, Abaya, a West Pointer, Class of 71, 
would have served as AFP chief of staff for a year 
and a half—longer than the combined tenure of 
the last three of his predecessors in the office. Inso- 
far as the AFP post is concerned, my position has 
always been to provide the individual chosen, a 
fixed term of at least three years. This would allow 
him time to institute needed reforms, ta weed out 
зоте of the bad eggs, execute new policies and 
programs, and perhaps, more importantly provide 
him with an opportunity to create and bring about 
а sense of hope, optimism and renewed confi- 
dence in the bright future of the organization. 

‘With this in mind, 1 was going to propose an 
extension of Abaya's tour of duty to grant him an 
additional 18 months on the job. This is not to 
suggest that my views would have any effect on 
the decisions of Malacafiang. It would merely be 
consistent with my stand on the issue of a fixed 
term of office for the AFP chief. 

However, events of the past few days have 
caused me to rethink the wisdom of allowing 
‘Abaya's continued stay at the helm of the AFP For 
the first time in the history of the organization, a 
member of the immediate staff of the AFP chief 
has been charged in the Office of the Ombuds- 
man for “dishonesty, gross misconduct and con- 
duct prejudicial to the interests of the service.” 
‘There is no need to recite the crass details which 
led to the fling of charges against Maj, Gen. Car- 


TWAS 12 when the stores about the alleged ap- 
paritions of the Virgin Mary on Cabra Island in 
Mindoro first appeared. What I remember most 
vividly of that time was an article on the "miracu- 
lous island published in the Sunday Times Maga- 
zine. I was particularly struck by the photos, espe- 
cially a shot of Cabra island's shoreline, depicting a 
barren landscape with a small, twisted tree on one 
end. I wondered then, why— when she had the 
choice of any place on earth to visit—the Virgin 
Mary would choose such a desolate locale, among 
people so poor they lived in run-down shacks and 
Scratched out subsistence from the dry earth. 

"The Cabra Island “miracle” would later be 
transmuted, via a script by Ricky Lee, into the 
movie “Himala,” directed by Ishmael Bernal and 
now considered one of Philippine cinema's mas- 
terpieces. Bernal chose to recreate Cabra Island's 
desolation among the sand dunes of Tocos, 
though the twisted little tree in the photograph in 
my memory reappeared on-screen. 

"When talk surfaced last year that “Himala” 
would soon be mounted аз а musical, much ofthe 
excitement was about the possibility of Nora 
Aunor recreating onstage and in musical form 
‘what is perhaps her defining film character: Elsa, 
the visionary. Much of ће buzz around “Himala” 
faded, though, when it turned out that "Ate Guy" 
would not be appearing onstage as Elsa. Still, 1 re- 
mained intrigued about how “Himala,” ће 
movie, which probed the dark heart of Filipino 
Sociery its venality and desperation, its hypocrisy 
and hysteria, would be translated into another art 
form. I think I was abroad when “Himala” pre- 
тістей last year, and so | was deeply disappoint- 
ed when I found out I had missed it completely. 
So imagine how elated 1 was to receive an invita 
tion to the opening night of the restaging of "Hi- 
mala The Musicale” last Friday, at the larger 
venue of the Tanghalang Aurelio Tolentino (Little 
Theater) ofthe CCR, , 

DIRECTOR Soxy Topacio in his program notes 
that remounting "Himala" from the intimate 
setting of the Huseng Batute to Aurelio To- 
lentino “is like directing a new play.” At first 


IT is a question that was asked soon after 
Congress hastily proclaimed Gloria Macapagal- 
Arroyo winner of the controversial 2004 presi- 
dential elections. But the swift withdrawal from 
the streets of the protesting voters who felt cheat- 
ed in the canvassing and the filing of a formal 
election protest by the opposition gave the 
proclamation an aura of finality. Whatever doubt 
remained about GMAS legitimacy as a leader was 
later dispelled by her decisive handling of the An- 
gelo de la Cruz affair. 

But now the question is on everyone's lips 
again. The goodwill she earned from her success- 
ful rescue of De la Cruz from Iraqi militants has 
all but evaporated. Bad appointments to key of- 
fices in government, signifying political payback, 
have eroded her credibility Bad decisions meant 
to shore up her popularity before the elections 
have come back to haunt her. Foremost of these 
маз her move to slash the power charges of the 
National Power Corp,, an act that mired the state 
firm in a debt quicksand from which it cannot ex- 
tricate itself. On top of these, her reckless use of 
public funds in the last elections for programs 
without any enduring value is now better viewed 
in the light of Ms Arroyo's own admission of a se- 
vere fiscal crisis. 

Her political allies in both houses of 
Congress—the same people who staunchly 
shielded her votes from close serutiny—are the 
same ones who now oppose the measures sh 
has proposed ds solutions to the fiscal crisis. 
They are skeptical of her determination to ге 
form the government, and view her pronounce- 
ments about the crisis as nothing but attempts to 
cow the legislature into submission. 

The media have been no less critical. They jux- 
tapose Ms Arroyo's сай for austerity with her free 
spending for members of her family during her 
recent state visit to China, and her chartering of a 
private jet so she could attend the wedding of the 
Sultan's son in Brunei. The effect of this is that, 
the public eye, the President merely personifies 
the same insensitivity and arrogance that seem to 
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los Garcia, PMA Class of 71, who served as AFP 
‘comptroller (J-6) under Abaya.

most important and vital members ofthe immedi- 
ate "family" of the AFP chief. He is at the heart of 
the management of the financial resources of the 
armed forces. His relationship with the AFP chief, 
even more than that of other staff members, is 
one of close trust and confidence considering that 
itinvolves the utilization of AFP funds amounting 
viol pee Hick bie onder май 
litle or no supervision and inadequate 
and balances, he isin a position to divert funds for 
himself and his cohors. 

Garcia assumed the position of comptroller 
sometime in 2001 when Gen. Diomedio Villanue- 
va was chief of staff. After Villanueva, Gen. Roy 
Cimatu took over as AFP chief for six months; fol 
lowed by Gen. Benjamin Defensor, then Gen. 
Dionisio Santiago both of whom served for a few 
months. Abaya became AFP chiefin April 2003. 

During a period of roughly three years, Garcia 
served as comptroller for five AFP chiefs. This 
brings me to the so-called "revolving door” policy 
of President Macapagal-Arroyo in appointing the 
AFP chief of staf. When the AFP chief serves for 
only a few months, there is really nothing sub- 
stantial that he can accomplish for the organiza- 
tion. Justas he is being sworn into office, he is al- 
ready preparing for retirement. It isin this kind of 
environment that, perhaps, Garcia was embold- 
ened to do what has brought about the charges he.

A large part of this is due to the musical 
score, which is raw and powerful, the singing 
parts a challenge to voice. There were times, 
indeed, when I worried how the actors could 
sing when seconds before they had hurdled 
the most emotional and turbulent scenes. 


FORTUNATELY, the actors prove up to the chal- 
lenge.

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be the norm among her people, like GSIS presi- 
dent Winston Garcia. None of these things would 
perhaps generate the kind of controversy they 
have triggered if it were not for the hunger that 
stalks many of our people. 

А television report on GMA-7 the other night 
portrayed the daily scramble of whole families for 
left-over food retrieved from the garbage bins of 
Metro Manila's shopping malls. Food that still 
smells fresh is consumed right then and there. 
The rest is scraped from plastic bags and re- 
cooked like pig's scrap for the next meal. Heart- 
breaking images like these acquire the starkness 
ofa scandal when shown side by side— for eram 
ple—reports of a general's wife who callously 
boasted of having anywhere between $10,000 
and $20,000 when she goes shopping. 

А situation like this is not politically sustain- 
able. No government can demand sacrifices of its 
already starving citizens while a few powerful 
and wealthy families live as if they were God's 
chosen people. Something is bound to give. But 
sheer hunger will not spark a social revolution, 
For it is not hunger alone that grips the poor; they 
are also seized by a paralyzing helplessness that 
takes away the volatility from their anger. 

“That is why in the final analysis, itis not the poor 
who pose a threat to Gloria, but rather the educated 
and the middle class who voted for her. They had 
Set aside their deep doubts about her capacity to 
tum the county around, and supported her on the 
belief that an opposition win would spell a sure 
catastrophe. But now that she is safely President, 
they are not about to make k easy for her.

Here in the Philippines, when a scandal 
breaks out, no one resigns as this is often tak- 
en as an admission of guilt. The standard line 
of most officials is: "I serve at the pleasure of 
the President.” In a little more than two 
weeks, Abaya is set to retire from military ser- 
vice. Perhaps it is fortunate for him that retire- 
ment is just around the corner. Nevertheless, 
he cannot but accept responsibility for a scan- 
dalofthis nature erupting on his watch and in- 
volving a member of his own staff. His legacy 
will be a weakened Armed Forces struggling 
with great difficulty to regain the trust and 
‘confidence of our people.

There's more 
than enough material hereabouts for the the- 
ater ofthe absurd. 

“Himala The Musical” goes onstage tonight, 
and on Oct. 15 and 16, Nov S, 6, 7 at 8 p.m, 
with matinees at 3 p.m. 


They may understand the historical roots of 
the fiscal crisis and the unfaimess of blaming her 
for the cumulative sins of all past administra 
tions.

One hun- 
dred days into her new term, there is still no visi 
ble shift in her presidential style, no clear pro- 
gram of government around which the nation 
Could unite, and no inspiring Cabinet ro which we 
could harness our collective hopes. 

Will she last? Since the overthrow of Ferdinand 
Marcos by people power and military mutiny in 
1986, we have not had a normal political life. All 
‘our presidents after Marcos faced serious politi 
cal challenges either from people power or from 
the military, except Fidel Ramos, who was lucky 
tobe favored by a world economy in the upswing. 
‘Today elections no longer guarantee security in 
public office. There is no reason to think GMA is 
exempt. The question isnot whether she will last, 
but how long? 

‘The persistence of people power is an indica- 
tion thatthe traditional modes of political succes- 
sion and governance of our society are no longer 
suitable for our times. Yet бог all their dysfunc- 
tionality their death has been repeatedly post- 
poned by the kind of elections we hold. Our lead- 
ers are the same because the system we have 
hasn't changed. And | don't mean just the presi- 
dential system, but the whole obsolete social sys- 
tem that favors inherited wealth and power over 
personal effort and achievement; a system that 
dispenses the nation’s resources in response to 
political imperatives rather than social needs, 
and rewards cunning rather than perseverance.

Chance for labor peace 


WHAT is so bad about giving industrial peace a chance dur- 
ing these hard times that Kilusang Mayo Uno, Bukluran ng 
Manggagawang Pilipino and leftist party-list representatives. 
are strongly against i? 

Last Oct. 4, the Trade Union Congress of the Philippines, 

Employers Confederation of the Philippines and Department 
of Labor and Employment signed, in the presence of Presi- 
dent MacapagalAr- 
Toyo, what may be 
described as a “no 
strike, no retrench- 
ment” agreement.

states that the labor unions under TUCP's umbrella will go 
on strike, work slowdown and other forms of concerted work 
stoppages only if all other means of seniing labor disputes 


For its part, ECOP agreed to take all possible measures to 
preserve jobs and to refrain from dismissing employees, sus- 
pending operations or closing business unless ss a means of 
last resort. 

‘The DOLE promised to take the necessary steps to attend 
immediately to possible job displacements and maintain in- 
dustrial peace. It will monitor the parties’ compliance with 
the terms and conditions oftheir agreement. 

Nowhere in the pact does it state that the labor unions 
TUCP represents have given up their most potent. weapon 
vis-à-vis management—the right to go on strike or engage in 
concerted mass action. They will do that only if, figuratively 
speaking, pushed to the wall by the circumstances. 

Neither did the companies affliated with ECOP surrender 
their prerogative to terminate the services of their employees 
ог cut back on their operations if they think the situation 
warrants it. They will resort to these measures only when to- 
tally unavoidable. ^ 


. Competition 

‘Yet, KMU and company insist that TUCP has sold out its 
‘members’ right to strike and left them to the mercy of their 
employers. They also cast aspersions on the sincerity or mo- 
tivation of the ECOP members into entering into the agree- 
ment. 

The objections are not surprising. TUCP and KMU have 
been on opposite sides of the ideological fence for years. The 
former is considered a moderate in dealing with employers, 
while the latter is known for its aggressive tactics. 

For KMU, TUCP isa "company union" whose leaders work 
for the interests of the employers rather than for the interests 
of the workers. TUCR on the other hand, is critical about 
KMU's easy resort to strikes or other work disruptive tactics 
in collective bargaining negotiations with employers. 

The two labor federations have divergent views even on 
the issue of wage increases. Although they use the same сог, 
ofliving statistics, KMUS wage adjustment demand is al- 
ways higher than that of TUCP's. 

So intense has the rivalry been between the two organiza- 
tions that they hold separate Labor Day celebrations. КМ. 
members commemorate the event in the streets, while those 
‘of TUCP hold their activity in more comfortable premises. 

Even if KMU agreed in principle with the industrial peace 
objective of the tripartite agreement, it will be politically in- 
correct (from its point of view) to endorse the action ofits 
most bitter rival in the labor front. 

Obligation 

Whether or not TUCP and ECOP can live up to the promis- 
es they made to each other remains to be seen. They entered 
into a “best efforts" agreement that relies on the good faith of 
the parties, rather than on sanctions or penalties, for its ef- 
feciveness. 

‘But whats wrong with labor and management agreeing to 
‘exhaust all peaceful remedies first before either one of them 
takes a step that may disrupt the operation ofthe business or 
result in the loss of employment? Although labor and capital 
often havea love-hate relationship, they have symbiotic ties: 
one is useless without the other. 

The agreement imposes a moral obligation on two impor- 
tant sectors of our economy to go the extra mile before they 
do anything that may adversely affect their respective inter- 
ests and, in the long run, фе country. 

In these times when oil prices are going through the roof, 
domestic jobs are difficult to find and the national treasury is 
in bad shape, any effort that would keep the production lines 
in operation or put food on the table of the workers should 
be encouraged, not belittled. 

‘The government can only do so much in ensuring harmo- 
ny inthe labor front. While it can order ће reinstatement of 
dismissed employees or the return to work of striking em- 
ployees, it's up to labor and management to decide whether 
they want to be productive together or be locked in a state of 
daily confrontation. 

There is everything to gain and nothing to lose if the cap- 
tains of industry and the leaders of one of the biggest labor 
organizations in the country decide to give industrial peace a 
chance during these critical times. 


Opportunity 

Considering the turbulent history of labor and capital, the 
plan looks ambitious. Bur that is no reason not to attempt it. 
‘The parties believe it is doable and are willing to give it try. 
If only for that attitude, they should be given the benefit of 
the doubt. 

They know from where they speak. They have a front seat 
view of the adverse effects of premature strikes or lockouts, 
or of dismissing an employee without due process. Both 
sides suffer if picket lines prevent entry or exit into company 
premises for flimsy reasons or if the company halts opera- 
tions because of perceived insults to management. 

A fiscal crisis looms ahead. If labor and capital do not co- 
operate with each other, they may find themselves swept 
aside in its wake. They have to make adjustments in the way 
they've handled their labor relations problems before to en- 
sure their mutual survival. 

‘Only time will tell if this cooperative effort will succeed or 
its critics will be proven right. If it fails, we shall be in no 
worse situation than before. In case the parties are able to 
live up to their commitments, then the country will reap its 
benefits. 

in the meantime, will the cynics of industrial peace please 
stay out ofthe sidelines and give TUCP and СОР a chance to 
accomplish their objective without being bothered by heck 
Jers and kibitzers?

‘The number of households in Metro Manila reporting that they went without food at 
least once over thé past three months before the survey jumped to 15.7 percent, more than

‘Mindanao as food basket for 
the country and food supplier of 
the world is not really а new con- 
cept. In the past, Mindanao was 
called the "rice bow!” of the coun- 
‘uy next to Central Luzonis "rice 
granary” title. As early as the 
1930s, Mindanao exported pine- 
apple to the US market through 
the American agribusiness giant 
Del Monte. 

After the Second World War, co- 
conut production grew in Mi 
danao in response to the demand 
for coconut oil in Europe and the 
US for the manufacture of cooking 
ой, margarine and other food 
products. 

Pineapple 

Today, a good portion of the 
countrys agricultural food pro- 
duction comes from Mindanao. 
Coconut, banana and pineapple 
are among the country’s most im- 
portant agricultural exports. (See 
Table 1) 

Sadly, the drive to make Min- 
danao the country’s food basket 
has contributed to chronic hunger 
that is made worse by economic 
shocks brought about by natural 
or man-made disasters. Not too 
long ago, newspapers headlined 
deaths among the upland popula- 
tion in Mindanao as a result of 
hunger brought about by El Niño. 
Upland dwellers were reduced to 
eating poisonous wild yam to 
stave off hunger. 

The periodic outbreak of war 
between the forces of the Moro 
liberation fronts and government 
forces has disrupted livelihoods 
and destroyed farms and means of 
production, affecting people's ca- 


with food that they themselves 
produced. With the advent of 
export crop production and 
plantation agriculture, people 
must rely, on their incomes to 
obtain their food requirements. 
Chronic poverty 

The promise of prosperity 
from export crop production has 
not been realized for most Min- 
danaoans even as agribusiness 
capitalists and landed families 
have amassed untold wealth 
from agribusiness ventures in 
Mindanao. Half of all lanao 
provinces belong to the coun- 
уз 25 poorest provinces. At 
least half of the population in 
most of these provinces lives be- 
low the poverty threshold. (See 
Table 2) 

Invariably poverty and hunger 
go hand in hand. In its report on 
the Millennium Development 
Goals, government admits that 
poveny is a major cause of food 
intake inadequacy, particularly in 
the rural areas. Official statistics 
indicate that per capita food sup- 
ply outstrips food requirement by 
45 percent. There is enough food 
to go around but people dont 
have money to buy enough to 
‘meet their needs. It is, therefore, 
mor surprising that hunger is in 
creasing inthe poorest provinces. 

Enough food, no money 

Official statistics look even 
worse than the results ofthe So- 
cial Weather Stations hunger 
survey of August 2004. Three 
‘out of four of the poorest Min- 
danao provinces saw dramatic 

eases in the number of fami- 
lies that are unable to meet their

What might strike one as 
supreme irony is that the region 
with the most incidence of hunger 
is also the country's food basket. 

The idea of Mindanao as the 
country’s food basket was first 
hatched during the Ramos presi- 
dency. It was picked up and con- 
tinued by succeeding presidents 
from the short-lived Estrada to the 
‘Arroyo administration. 

During her recent visit to Davao 
City on the occasion of the 13th 
Mindanao Business Conference 
President Macapagal-Arroyo sa 
that in line with the governments 
food basket policy for Mindanao 
she wanted that mast of the two 
million hectares targeted for ag- 
ribusiness development under her 
10-point legacy agenda should be 
in Mindanao. “Because Mindanao 
is the food basket of the country, 
Та like to develop Mindanao as 
the agribusiness center of the 
country" she said. 

Agribusiness

Food har- 
vest is expected to fall short of 
meeting consumption for the fifth 
consecutive year in 2004, accord- 
ing to the Food and Agriculture 
Organization. 

"This reality should be consid- 
ered seriously by government, to 
atleast temper the rabid optimism 
that trade liberalization alone will 
solve our food security concerns. 
Nor will intensified agriculture 
and use of GMOs (genetically 
modified organisms) do the trick 
without first addressing food safe- 
ху, biodiversity and production vi- 
ability. 

‘The SWS survey highlights the 
special case of Mindanao, a region 
blessed with vast food and agri- 
cultural resources. 

Gloomy as it may seem, Min- 
danao illustrates the worst of our 
govemments blind adherence to 
liberalization and US-dependent se- 
‘curity policies. And пу as the gov- 
emment might to deflect the focus 
from Mindanao, it will keep coming 
back to it. After all, a country is only 
as good as its worst region.

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—The Natu- 
ral Resources Development Corp. owes 
the Pampanga provincial government 
some P100 million in shares from quar- 
ту taxes between 1999 and 2001, ac- 
cording to a provincial official. 

Provincial administrator Fidel Arcenas re- 
vealed this as he parried a proposal to investi- 
gate the revenues that the provincial govern- 
ment had collected since it reassumed control 
ofthe quarry industry in 2002. 

“Where's the МАРС money? It should be 
the one that should be investigated, not the. 
capitol," Arcenas said on "Talking Points,” a 
show on cable television Infomax Channel 8 
here on Wednesday night. 

Pampanga Rep. Reynaldo Aquino, who wasa 
guest in the show, had sought a congressional 
inquiry on the income-generating prospects of 
the industry as а possible source of funds forlo- 
cal development projects amid the fiscal crisis. 

‘Another guest, Vice Gov. Joseller Guiao, 
said the provincial board would do a separate 
investigation when the 100-day period that 
Gov. Mark Lapid asked from the board to im- 
prove quarry collections expires. 


No debt 

But an official of МАРС, an agency of the 
Department of Environment and Natural Re- 
sources, said the agency does not owe that 
amount to the provincial government. 

Lawyer Jesus Lagrosa, МАРС legal division 
chief, said the balance, as of July, remained at 
50,789. A check for that amount was issued 
but this was not claimed and the check went 
stale, he said. 


Through the нола request, Lagrosa re- 
ported these revenues based on the agency's 
audited accounting books: February to De- 
cember 1999, P144.62 million; 2000, P132.6 
milion; and January to Dec. 15, 2001, 
P104.76 million. 

Out of these amounts, these weré the 
shares that the provincial government re- 
ceived: 1999, P11.56 million; 2000, P10.61 
million; and 2001 P8.35 million. 

“Based оп our records, all the shares of 
Pampanga have already been given,” Lagrosa 
said in a telephone interview. 

Former provincial administrator Benalfre 
Galang filed а claim suit in 2002. Arcenas said 
he was still checking with provincial lawyer 
Regina Galang-Guarin on the status of the 
case filed at the regional trial court 

Guiao said it was also important to monitor 
the daily collections. He assailed the ineffi- 
cient system, saying that as of September, 
provincial treasurer Vergel Yabut had no re- 
port of daily collections for the month.

Pet Jorolan said her restaurant here, the 
Everybody's Cafe, serves exotic frog dishes 
daily because these are still popular among , 
the oldies of her avid customers. 

The best sellers, Jorolan said, are Беше 
(Grogs stuffed with chopped frog meat), 
adobo and tinola. 

Farmers in Magalang and Arayat towns of 
Pampanga sell dressed frogs early in е day. 
Jorolan prefers the native ones because of 
their tastier meat. 

She said the older customers, who were 
nurtured by her late parents Benito and Car- 
men Santos since they ran-the restaurant in 
1946, keep coming back because she has 
stuck to the old recipes and does not serimp 
oningredients. 

But the good thing about frogs is that they 
come many after every calamity like flood, 
she said. 


Better times 

“When old folks say 'Manalauk nu reng tu- 
gak (the frogs are croaking in chorus); the 
times are going to be better because there's 
going to be more food," she said. 

Beyond food, the skin of frogs can also be 
turned into leather. In her case, she has yet to 
tap a technology to be able to do that. 2

from their “corrupt bosses,” according to a se- 
nior colonel in the Army. 

The colonel said connivance between se- 
nior and junior officers was "the first critical 
stage of corruption.” 

"When this happens, officers will protect 
each other, gain together, tolerate each other 
and help each other in all endeavors,” he said. 

"The colonel also said any complaint about 
corruption would be ignored because "every- 
body is involved.” 


Complaints gather dust 

‘Another colonel, this time with the Marines, 
cited the case of Col. George Rabusa, a former 
budget officer at the AFP comptroller’ office 
who was investigated for an estimated P50 
million in alleged ill-gotten wealth. 

As early as 2002, a complaint against Rabusa 
was filed before the Office of Ethical Standards 
апа Public Accountability the Office of the In- 
spectorate General, the office of the Command- 
ing General of the Philippine Army and the Of- 
fice ofthe Chief of Staff of the AFP 

But the complaints were left to gather dust 
while Rabusa was assigned to lead a battalion 
inthe Visayas. 

"The Marine colonel said the AFP leadership 
did not want to look into Rabusz's case be- 
cause doing so would "open a Pandora's box." 


Taboo broken 

With Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, the former 
AFP comptroller, and other ranking military 
officers now in the hot seat, the people behind 
the government's lifestyle check program be- 
lieve the taboo on investigating the AFP has 
finally been broken. 

‘An official at the Office of the Ombudsman 
recalled that when news of the alleged scam 
involving the AFP's Retirement and Separa- 
tion Benefits System broke more than five 
years ago, it was greeted by rumors of a coup. 

"It was as if they were telling us to stay 
clear of the issue involving top military offi- 
cials. Its like they were above suspicion and 
above the law" said the source, who asked 
notto be named. 

“What's happening in the military now is 
an indication that President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo's lifestyle check program has succeeded 
in breaking barriers," the source added. 

The scam involved the alleged 
P167,626,423-overprice in the purchase of 
lots by the AFP-RSBS. 


Former Brig. Gen. Jose Ramiscal and other 
officals entrusted to safeguard the hard- 
eared money of ordinary soldiers were 
‘charged with graft before the Sandiganbayan. 

Commissioner Teresita Baltazar of the 
Presidential Anti-Graft Commission (PAGC) 
said the military investigations indicated that 
people were beginning to realize that no one 
in the government was exempt from the 
lifestyle check. 


‘Gratitude money’ 

"Theresa turning point when people start 
то trust that we are serious in fighting graft 
and corruption,” she told the молая in an 
interview Friday. 

Baltazar said that before Ms Arroyo or- 
dered the lifestyle check last year, many peo- 
ple had become “jaded morally" nurturing 
The idea that it was not graft when they only 
received, and not demanded, money from 
parties dealing withthe government. 

"This twisted mentality must change,” she 
said, noting the case of Garcia's wife who told 
US authorities thar the $100,000 found in her 
son's possession last December was "gra 
tude money” from Philippine companies 
awarded contracts to build roads, bridges end 
military housing. 


Pimentel's warning ш 

Sen. Aquilino Pimentel yesterday warned 
that a whitewash in the investigation of cer- 
tain generals alleged ill-gotten wealth could 
set off a rerun of last year's failed mutiny. 

‘Pimentel, the Senate minority leader, said a 
whitewash’ could “rekindle restiveness" 
among low-salaried officers and personnel 
and lead to another destabilization plot, "un- 
less the guilty parties are punished.” 

He recalled that over 300 junior officers 
and their men, the so-called Magdalo group, 
launched the mutiny in protest of corruption, 
misuse of funds and low pay, among others. 

Pimentel called on Ms Arroyo to “translate 
into concrete action" her assurance that there 
would be no coverup. 

“Unless the AFP officers who steal soldiers 
money are punished properly, the Oakwood 
mutiny, like the Sphinx, will rise again and 
again," he said ina statement. 

Pimentel did not say if he suspected a 
whitewash in Garcia's case.

MALACANANG wants government officials 
under investigation for unexplained wealth 
to be prevented from touching the fruits of 
corruption.

In front of a television audience of 
tens of millions of Americans, the two 
contenders took questions from an audi- 
ence of 140 voters who said they had not. 
settled on a candidate with less than a 
month to go before the election.

“Clearly Bush did better than last 
time,” said Charles Jones, a senior fel 
low at the Brookings Institution think 
tank here.

philosophies. 

Leading US newspapers on Saturday 
accentuated the “aggressive” tone of 
the second debate and said neither 
Bush nor Kerry emerged a clear winner.

intra-regional grid cross-subsidy, inter-grid 
cross-subsidy, inter-class cross subsidy and 
lifeline rates. 

Last week's removal of 40 percent of the in- 
ter-class cross subsidy comprises the second. 
phase. The first phase which removed 
‘one-third of the subsidy took effect in October 
2003. The third phase which would remove 
the remaining 60 percent of the subsidy will 
be implemented in October 2005. 


More competitive 

ERC chair Rodolfo Albano Jr. said the re- 
moval of the inter-lass cross-subsidy would 
make commercial and industrial customers 
more competitive as their electricity costs 
would go down. 

“Itis expected that industries will be ableto 
pass on the savings from lower electricity bills 
to residential customers in the form of lower 
product and service prices,” he said in а state- 
ment over the weekend, 

“Export-oriented industries will be able to 
expand capacities and generate more jobs in 
the process. Dollar inflows will also be in- 
‘creased and will contribute to a healthier 
economy" he added. 

"When the inter-class cross-subsidy is totally 
abolished by October 2005, the rate reductions 
for various customer classes wil be as follows 
41.75 centavos per kWh for large non-industri- 
al service commercial customers; 37.84 cen- 
tavos per kWh for extra large industrial service 
customers; 34,68 centavos per kwh for medi- 
um non-industrial service commercial cus- 
tomers, 18.99 centavos рег kWh for small 
non-industrial services customers; 16.43 cen- 
tavos per kWh for large industrial service cus- 
tomers, and 5.35 centavos per kWh for medi- 
um industrial service customers. 

However, residential and general service 
customers consuming more than 100 kWh of 
electricity a month will pay an additional 
42.78 centavos per kWh; small industrial cus- 
tomers, 60.93 centavos per kWh, and govern- 
ment hospitals, 65.33 centavos per kWh. 

"The inter-lasscross-subsidy required indus- 
trial and commercial end-users to subsidize the 
electricity payments of smaller consumers. 

"The ERC is also in the process of removing 
inter-class cross-subsidies for other private 
distribution utilities and electric cooperatives. 
allover the country. 

A total of 70 electric cooperatives and two 
private power distributors have already been 
ordered to implement inter-class cross-sub- 
sidy removal in various phases. 


Lifeline rates 

Lifeline rates, unlike all the other subsidis, 
required all customer classes to pay a certain 
amount that would be used to reduce the 
rates of marginalized or low-income 
end-users, specifically those using less than. 
100 kWh of electricity per month. 

Despite the removal of inter-class 
cross-subsidies for Meralco customers, resi 
dential users consuming not more than 50 
kWh of electricity a month will continue re- 
ceiving a 50-percent discount. 


Discounts continue 

"Those using 51 to 70 kWh will still be given 
a 35-percent discount and those consuming 
71-100 kWh will continue receiving a 20-per- 
cent discount on their electricity rates. 

The intra-regional grid cross-subsidy re. 
quires utilities with higher load factors 
and/or voltage deliveries to subsidize utilities 
‘with lower load factors and/or voltage deliv- 
eries, This then enables smaller utilities to 
charge lower rates to their customers. 

"The inter-grid cross-subsidy has customers 
more viable regional grids subsidizing the elec 
tricity payments of customers in less viable grids. 

In ERC approval of the National Power 
Corp.'s rates unbundling application on June 
26, 2002, the inter-grid cross-subsidy was al-

EXCEPT for Asi Taulava, the Depart- 
ment of Justice is.scheduled to release 
this week its ruling on foreign-born 
basketball players who allegedly faked 
their citizenship papers, the head of 
the investigating panel said on Friday. 

However, the DOJ is not expected to rule on 
the citizenship of Taulava, who had obtained a 
court injunction to stop the department from 
looking into his case. 

PBA commissioner Noli Eala sald he has 
asked Talk 'N Text to convince Taulava to drop 
the injunction to allow the DOJ to complete its 
investigation. 

Reacting to the Inqumen story that the task 


force formed by the justice department to in- | 


vestigate the players will submit a recommen- 
dation favorable to Taulava and Со, Eala said 
the league “will just wait for the DOJ to finish 
its investigation and refrain from speculating.” 

“For us, the DOJ' final say will also be the fi- 
nal word on that issue,” he added. 

Chief State Counsel Ricardo Paras Ш said 
the DOJ is expected to rule on the citizenship. 
of seven other Philippine Basketball Associa- 
tion (PBA) players after four of them had al- 
ready submitted their position papers. 

“Hopefully, we will submit our report next 
week,” Paras said yesterday. 

Paras heads the special DOJ committee Jus- 
tice Secretary Raul Gonzalez created two 
‘weeks ago to investigate the eight players who 
allegedly faked their citizenship papers. 

Besides Talk ‘N Texts Taulava, the other 
players being investigated are Rudy Hatfield of 
Coca-Cola, Andy Seigle of Purefoods, Red Bull 
Barako's Davonn Harp, Mick Pennisi and 
Jonathan Ordonio, Barangay Ginebra's Alex 
‘Crisano, and Dorian Peña of San Miguel Beer. 

Paras said that Hatfield, Peña, Seigle and 
Crisano had already submitted their position 
papers to the committee and that it was just 
‘waiting for the explanation of Ordonio, Harp, 
and Pennisi. 

Paras added the committee is not tackling 
the case of Taulava due to an injunction he had 
earlier secured from the Manila Regional Trial 
Court- Ў 

Paras said the committee would also review 
the records to find out if there were evidence 
showing that PBA officials or team owners and 
managers were involyed in the alleged tam- 
pering of offical records.

‘COMEDIAN Wille Revillame will take a seri- 
ous turn as an “ambassador” of goodwill to 
Japan to address the problem of Filipinos 
staying there illegally. 

‘Willie told Inguinen Entertainment last Fri- 
day that the Japan Pilipino Overseas Contract 
"Workers Foundation has tapped him to be the 
voice of reason to appeal to Filipinos staying 
illegally in Japan to return home before the 
Dec. 2 deadline the Japanese government has 
set for them to go back home. 

‘The comedian will leave for Japan next 
week. He is scheduled to visit the Philippine 
Embassy in Tokyo on Oct. 14. 

“I am only being paid a stipend to do 
this,” Willie claimed. “I would have wanted 
to charge so that I would have some money, 
but the JPOC could not afford to pay me. 
Eventually, I realized that this is one chance 
Tmust take to do something good for our fel- 
low Filipinos in Japan. I know they are there 
because of poverty. But they have been 
breaking the rules of the Japanese govern- 
ment by staying there illegally." 


His own money 

JPOC is a non-government organization 
run by former entertainer Jocelyn An: 
has embraced the cause of the illegal 
їп Japan and has embarked on this informa- 
tion campaign to convince them that the best 
thing they could do for themselves is to return. 
home by Dee. 2, according to Anais, 

As JPOC's spokesperson, Willie will make 
the rounds of the bars and other entertain- 
ment centers in the land of the rising yen, 
"where most illegal aliens are known to be 
working. He will do a mini show to attract his 
fellow Filipinos, and then say his spiel encour- 
aging them to come home. 

It would be easy for Willie to mount a show, 
even an un-scripted gig that would take him 
to at least three venues in one night. But he 
said this was a “hardship post,” considering 
the distance he has to travel from one club to 
another and the enormous expense he has to 
shoulder using his token fee. 

"To travel by magnetic train, which is faster 
than the bullet train, 1 have to spend $200,” 
he said, "My budget is minimal, and I might 
have to spend my own money to do the job." 

But he claimed he did not mind doing it. 1 
feel sorry for them, especially if they have to 
undergo the humiliation of being jailed and 
handcuffed and escorted to the plane that 
‘would fly them back here,” he said of the ille- 
gal Filipinos in Japan. 


Third biggest group 

He reported that at least 400,000 Filipinos 
are staying in Japan illegally The number, he 
pointed out, could double or triple. 

"What about those Filipinos that we don't 
know about? | am sure there are more Fil- 
ipinos hiding from the immigration officials 
of Japan," he said. 

But Filipinos are only the third largest 
group of illegal aliens in Japan, according to 
Willie who seems to have become an expert 
on the issue. Korea has the biggest number of 
nationals staying illegally in Japan, Willie 
said, The Koreans are followed by the Chi- 
nese, he said. 

"We should follow the rules," Willie said 
"What happened was, for the past few years 
the Japanese government had offered 
amnesty to ilegal aliens in Japan. Under the 
amnesty, they must surface and voluntarily 
return to their country of origin. Unfortunate- 
у, nota single Filipino has availed himself of 
this chance.” 

Come Dec. 2, the Japanese government 
will show no mercy to the illegal residents, 
said Willie 


PI.5-million fine 

'Under the Japanese immigration law, 
which has been amended, they must leave 
Japan by Dec. 2," he said. "it is not just a mat- 
ter of boarding plane and returning to Mar 
Ja. They will be arrested and thrown in jail. IF 
they are in jail, they have to pay a fine of at 
least P1.5 million. They will also be hand- 
cuffed and escorted to the plane that would 
take them back to Manila." 

The fine, according to Willie, could go 
higher than P1.5 million, depending on how 
long the alien has been staying in Japan ille- 
sally. 

More than suffering the legal repercus- 
sions, illegal aliens in Japan are open to abuse

“ауе heard of Filipino women forced into 
prostitution, and who think they don't have 
any legal recourse because they are there ille- 
gally” he said. “There are some who have 
died or disappeared and have been presumed 
dead. But we don't really know what hap- 
pened to them. 

"They are not protected by the law" he 
added. "They only have themselves to rely on. 
No one can really depend on the kindness of 
strangers.” 

Willie said he asked the people behind 
ЛОС why they chose him to be their ambas 
Sador of goodwill. "They told me that my 
show, "Wilingly Yours, decided for them that 
Twas the right person for the job. 

"They said my personality makes the mass- 
es relate to me and even trust me,” the come- 
dian added. 


No bitterness 

He is quite popular among the Filipinos in 
Japan, which his show had reached while it 
was still running on television. He also re- 
leased an album from Universal Records, in-

cluding the song “Pito-Pito,” which became a 
hit and was used by President Gloria Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo as her campaign jingle during the 
May elections. 

Being a perpetual survivor of show biz in- 
trigues also helped Willie boosts his image. 

"I harbor no bitterness against ABS-CBN," 
said Willie, referring to how he was removed 
from the noontime show "Masayang Tanghali 
Bayan” when it was given a new format. “I 
still appear asa guest in their shows.

* ware/software co-design methodol- 
ову that will reduce overall design 
time for the company's System-on- 
Chip (SoC) products by up to 40 per- 
cent. The Virtual Platform (ViP) ap- 
proach will ultimately result in faster 
production of Samsung logic compo- 
nents while giving the company’s 
customers a time-to-market advan- 
tage. 

Samsung developed the ViP de- 
sign methodology in partnership 
with BDA vendors to address the ev- 
er-increasing complexity of SoC de- 
siga challenges. Today's exploding 
market for multi-function consumer 
products requires more on-chip 
firmware as well as transistors, com- 
plicating and extending the design 
process. Using the ViP methodology, 
simulation speeds are hundreds or

FOR Nelson and Tami Leung, 
Christmas happens practically 
365 days year.

ELISSA Mercado-Martel 

had perfect recollection of 

the afternoon on Aug. 26, 
2003 when her world collapsed. 

She had just arrived home from the US em- 
bassy to get a student's visa for Anton and 
Nikki. The family would be moving to the US 
temporarily and early that afternoon the two 
kids asked permission from their father, 
Robert Martel, to go to the International 
School to say goodbye to their classmates. 

Roby Martel was in one of his inexplicably 
foul moods in their Ritz Towers unit in 
Makati, she recalled, She was watching televi 
sion in the master bedroom, where his two 
kids sleep, when he entered the room and 
fired at Anton's PlayStation tapes. 

Angrily ordering the maid to press his shirt, 
he cursed her, “Leche ke. Magbuhat nang 
pumasok kayo ng amo mo sa buhay ko, 
magkaleche-eche na." 

He then vented his anger at Melissa. He 
lunged at her, strangled her, then dragged her 
tothe bed and beat her up some more. 

When she managed to free herself, he went 
to the living room, started throwing around 
the picture frames, called to her and ordered 
her to cut out pictures of their youngest son. 

When she obeyed and threw the pictures at 
the nearest trash can, he shouted at her, or- 
dering her to throw them inthe kitchen. 

In the kitchen, Melissa said he again at- 
tacked her. He ordered a bodyguard to bring 
her to their bedroom. Roby rushed inside, but 
she pleaded with the guard not to bring her to 
the room because she feared she would kill 
him. Apparently, the guard took pity on her. 

Enraged, Roby stalked out of the room and 
‘went back to the kitchen, holding a gun. He 
‘cursed her, "А. Іпа mo, who the hell do you 
‘think you are?" Then he pointed the gun at 
hher and fired. 

"The bullet hit Melissa in the stomach, but 
she was so stunned she did not double up. She 
begged the guard to bring her out as she tried 
‘to push herself to the service door. 

When the guard seemed to obey her, Roby 
warned him, “Pina mo, Castillo (the 
‘guard's name), pera ko o buhay niya?” The 
guard replied, “Buhay po, sir” 

‘They rushed out. She took the stairwell and 
escaped. 


Flagrant battery 

Melissa's gripping account is contained in 
the affidavit she executed in connection with 
the frustrated parricide she has filed against 
Roby. 

Roby has denied the charge, saying the 
shooting was an accident, as supported by the 
affidavit of desistance she signed while recov- 
ering in the hospital: Melissa, however, said 
she signed the desistance in duress. 

The desistance was cited by the Makati 
prosecutor’ office in dismissing the frustrat- 
ей parricide case last August. But Melissa has 
"appealed and the Department of Justice is re- 
viewing the case. 

"Whatever the outcome, the case has 
brought to the attention of the public ће fia- 
grant reality of spousal abuse and domestic 
‘Violence. The phenomenon is often muted by 
victims who would rather keep mum rather 
than go to court and endure the public glare. 
‘tis a phenomenon made resilient by submis- 
sive spouses who might be suffering from bat- 
‘ered wife syndrome. 

But Melissa is battered and submissive no 
more. She is a woman with a cause, an aveng- 
‘ing angel,

Gender violence 

Around the world, among women aged 15- 
44, gender-based violence accounts for more 
death and ill-health than cancèr, traffic in- 
juries and malaria put together, according toa 
World Bank 1993 study. 

Country studies of Unicef in 2000 also esti 
mate that 20-50 percent of women have expe- 
rienced domestic violence, making it the most 
prevalent form of gender-based violence. 

1а the Philippines, battering is the most 
prevalent, according to the Department of So- 
‘Gal Welfare and Development. 

Recognizing gender-based violence as a 
major public health concern and a violation of 
human rights, Congress passed Republic Act 
No. 9262, or the Anti Violence Against Wom- 
en and their Children Act of 2004, which took 
effect last March 27. 

The Ant-VAWC law is ће result of a nine- 
year lobby by advocates of women and chi 
dren's protection led by the National Commis- 
sion on the Role of Filipino Women. I is also in 
keeping with the obligations of the Philippine 
govemment under the Convention on the 
Elimination of Discrimination Against Women 
(Cedaw), which the Senate ratified in 1981. 

But the good features of the law will come 
to naught if the law is not implemented. 

Akbayan pary-list representative Maria 
Theresita Hontiveros-Baraquel has filed a res- 
olution calling for an inquiry into rhe status of 
laws that prohibit violence and abuse against 
women. 

The inquiry may have a bearing on the 
Melissa-Robert Martel ease. 

Melissa stands out among thousands of 
women who have suffered abuse, according 
to Melissa's lawyer, Rowena Guanzon. 

Guanzon said Melissa was probably the 
first woman in the country to have gotten a 
temporary protection order against her hus- 
band. Melissa is now seeking that the order be 
made permanent. 

Violence against women, the law says, in- 
cludes physical, sexual, psychological and 
economic abuse. 

“itis often known as gender-based violence 
because it evolves in part from women's sub- 
ordinate status in society” said Guanzon, 
‘who, as a consultant to Senate President 
Franklin Drilon, helped draft R.A. 9262. 

"Many cultures have beliefs, norms and so- 
cial institutions that legitimize and therefore 
perpetuate violence against women. The 
same acts that would be punished if directed 
at an employer, a neighbor or an acquain- 
tance often go unchallenged when men direct 
them at women, especially within the family” 
Guanzon said violence against women was 
the most pervasive yer least recognized hu- 
man rights abuse in the world. It is also a pro- 
found health problem, sapping women's en- 
ergy and eroding their self-esteem. 

"The majority of women who are abused by 
their partners are abused many times," Guan- 
топ said. “In fact, an atmosphere of terror of- 
ten permeates abusive relationships.” 
Abusive 

Melissa claimed her marriage to Roby was 
an abusive relationship. She said she silently 
endured the battering for 20 years. 

“People often ask me why 1 stayed in such 
relationship for so many years,” she said. “I 
was madly in love with Roby then. 1 was de- 
pendent on him. He liked to be pampered and 
1 was the perfect submissive wife. When he 
did something wrong, he said sorry and court- 
ей me again to go back to him. 1 wanted the

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marriage to work. 1 was scared to leave him 
because I didn't know where to go." 

Melissa's friends have formed an advocacy 
group called Melissa Watch that would work 
to draw more attention to the physical, psy- 
chological and sexual abuse of women, and to 
stress the need for action. 

“They intend to challenge the widespread 
attitudes and beliefs that support violent be- 
havior against women,” Guanzon sid. 

Оп Oct. 27, the group will hold а forum to 
raise awareness about the Anti-Violence 
‘Against Women and Their Children Act. 


Missing her kids 

The Court of Appeals has restrained the 
Makati RTC from continuing to hear Melissa's 
request for permanent protection from her 
husband and for her children to be turned 
over to her custody. 

Tn the CA hearing, her children Paolo, 23, 
Nikki, 17, and Anton, 11, manifested in a le 
ter their preference to stay and live with their 
father 

But a lawyer for Melissa, Howard Calleja, 
said they doubted if the letter truly reflected 
the sentiments of the children. He explained 
that in the Makati RTC hearings, they had 
asked four times for the children to appear for 
‘ross-examination, but Roby Martel refused. 

Under R.A. 9262, a vietim can file a peti- 
tion for temporary and permanent protection 
order, and the court must issue a temporary 
protection order (TPO) on the same day the 
petition was filed. The TPO is effective for 30 
days, extendible until the court decides 
whether to make it permanent or not. 

A TPO grants a woman or her child imme- 
diate relief and orders a respondent to stay 
away from the petitioner, leave the residence 
regardless of ownership, deliver a vehicle to 
the petitioner, surrender firearms and put up 
a bond to keep the peace. 

In che case of Martel vs Martel the TPO or- 
dered the respondent to put up a cash bond of. 
P10 million and gave temporary custody and 
support of the minor children to the petition 
eras well as support for her. 

“Ви until now, Roby has not complied with 
the TPO," Melisa said. 


On her own 

Although Roby settled Melissa's bills at 
Makati Medical Center when she was con- 
fined there for three-and-a-half months, and 
her house rental for one year, she said she had 
to worry about her daily expenses and 
medicine for her pancreas. Her medicine 
amounts to P40,000 a month. 

"My parents and siblings give me some 
help,” she said. "I also have my own savings, 
but until when will it last? I'm jobless, still re- 
cuperating and have no financial means at the 
moment. This is why 1 had to file a civil case. 
against Roby" 

She said she wouldn't give up the cases “for 
the sake of my children.” 

“Til continue to fight for 1 love them so 
much. | terribly miss them. 1 wish we were 
back in each other's arms.” 

"What kept her strong through all the chal- 
lenges, she said, was her faith in God. She 
goes to Mass and visits the Blessed Sacrament 
daily. She said nuns and priests gave her spiri- 
tual and moral counsel. 

Melissa said she was now devoted to the 
cause against spousal abuse. "Tm enjoying ту 
new-found independence," she said. 

‘Although she still cries when giving testi- 
monies to groups, she has learned to rise 
above the situation. "After so many times talk- 
ing about it, you'd become empowered. Whi 
happened between Roby and me was a bless- 
ing in disguise.” 

At present, Melissa is involved in Santuario.

‘rom the residence of the victim regard- 
less of ownership of the residence; 

‘Directing the offender to stay away from 
the victim at a distance specified by the 
‘court, and to stay away from the resi 
ence, school place of employment or 
any specified place frequented by the vic- 
tim and any designated family or house- 
hold member; 

+ Directing lawful possession and use by the. 
Victim of an automobile and other essen- 

i personal effects, regardless of owner- 

ship, and directing the appropriate ам en- 
forcement officer to accompany the victim 
to the residence of the parties to ensure 
that the victim is safely restored to the 
possession of the automobile and other 
essential personal effects, or to supervise 
the victim's or offender's removal of per- 
sonal belongings; 

+ Granting a temporary or permanent cus- 
tody of a child/children to the victim; 

+ Directing the offender to provide support. 
to the woman and/or her child if entitled to 
legal support; 

+ Prohibition of the offender from any use or 
possession of any firearm or deadly 
‘weapon and order him to surrender the 
same to the court for appropriate disposi- 
tion by the cour, including revocation of. 
license and disqualification to apply for 
any license to use or possess a firearm. If 
the offender is a law enforcement agent, 
the court shall order the offender to sur- 
render his firearm and shall direct the ap- 
propriate authority to investigate on the

REENPEACE Philippines re- 
ports that it bas started a 
campaign to make wind pow- 

era primary source of energy to meet 

the country's needs. It is calling on 
the government to adopt a policy that 
will enable the use of wind power by 

the year 2020. 

As a renewable resource, wind 
power has strong potential, espe- 
cially in the face of rising energy 
demands and oil prices. Green- 
peace envisions an energy mix that 
would be made up of (at least) 12 
percent wind power and, the rest, 
other kinds of energy like solar, 
geothermal, hydropower, ete. 

To see how well it can work, 
Greenpeace delegates toured po- 
tential wind farm sites in Negros re- 
cently. They noted the enthusiastic 
interest of Negros folk in wind pow- 
er as the answer to their enérgy 
needs. 


Asian model 

By rejecting polluting energy 
sources, goes the report, Negros 
has become an Asian model for 
community-based clean energy 
generation. Wind farms are also be- 
Ing set up elsewhere in the country, 
Jike in Northern Luzon. 

The government, says Green- 
peace, has announced it intends to 
make the Philippines Asia's top pro- 
ducer of wind power. The an- 
houncement, made by Energy Un- 
"Hersecretary Eduardo Manalac їп 
June, virtually puts a government 
Imprimatur on such a project, espe- 
cially as it was made during an in- 
ternational renewable energy con- 
ference in Germany this year.

То environmentalist-lawyer An- 
tonio Oposa Jr, wind power is 
worth considering because 
Philippines is a country “constantly 
blown by monsoon winds.” As long 
as there is government support, 
"native creativity will go a long way 
in developing efficient batteries 
and composite material to make 
the best use of wind power (from 
"The Laws of Nature and Other Sto- 
Нез) 

Tt isn’t as if wind power has not 
been tried and tested. For cen- 
turies, people, especially in Eu- 
rope, have used windmills to pump 
water, irrigate fields and grind 


grain. In the Netherlands, wind- 
mills were developed in the 16th 
century and remained unchanged 
until the 19th century, when wind 
was first used to generate electrici- 
ty. Improved technology has led to 
greater efficiency, which promises 
to improve even further in time. 


Solar energy ‘cousin’ 

Wind, according to Environment 
(a Saunders College publication), is 
an indirect form of solar energy since 
the radiant energy of the sun is trans- 
formed into mechanical energy (de- 
fined as a movement of air 
lecules). Thus, like solar energy, 
‘wind is a highly dispersed form of 
energy. Harnessing it to generate 
electricity makes it a valuable 
source. 

Aside from The Netherlands, the 
world's largest cluster of wind tur- 
bines is found on the island of Oahu, 

Hawaii. Also, in the mountain 
passes of California are numerous 
wind turbines now known as wind 
farms. 

‘The advantages of wind power 
are considerable. It does not cause 
major environmental problems, 
and it produces по waste (it is, 


thus, clean energy). The only possi- " 


ble problem, according to Environ- 
ment, is aesthetic, as the wind tur- 
bines or wind machines tend to cov- 
er the landscape, much like electric 
poles, thus ruining beautiful 
scenery. 

Fortunately, most wind farms can 
be located in sparsely populated ar- 
eas where the wind Blows hard and 
free.

will become water-logged. 

This means water stays over the soil fora 
while and does not get drained immediate- 
ly Rainfall causes the soil to compact clog- 
ging the drainage holes. The stored water 
wich organic mater like soil and compost 
becomes acidic after a certain period, caus- 
ing the leaves to rot and the plant to die 
eventually. 

Before the yellowing of the leaves be- 
comes serious, immediately repot the 


plant. Remove the old soil, cut some of 
the dead or old roots, clean the pot as 
well as the drainage holes and lay a wire 
mesh with coarse river sand that will 
serve as strainer, Use fresh 
and porous potting medium 
then put back the plant 
‘Trim some of the branches 
and cover the topsoil with sphagnum 
The moss will serve as mulch, retain 
moisture and prevent soil erosion. Place 
your reported plant in the ICU (Intensive 
Care Unit)—an area where there are no 
playing children and animals, and that is 
constantly moist; shady but not dark, airy 
but not windy, and sanitary 
Bring the plant out to get partial sum 
when new growths develop. After about a 
week, place in full sunlight.

“Instead of get- 
ting into what seemed a predictable route of 
starting a ready-to-wear line, | opted to be 
non-traditional by introducing my work and 
brand through something that fashion houses 
and designers eventually opt to have, but not 
establish themselves with.” 

He said he felt that a fragrance line would 
allow him to generate a following through a 
somewhat unconventional direction.

At least that's how 1 saw it," he 
added. 


New world 

Fragrance becomes the base on which Inno 
Sotto's new world of pampering and self-in- 
dulgence will grow.

"Scent is a very personal matter. ISM's 
three variants were created with as much 
work, energy and focus as I put into each one 
of my couture pieces," he said. 

Inno might have become known for his 
women's fashion, but he created the fra- 
grance line with men in mind. 

Huit is a combination of citrus, spices, flo- 
ral and woodsy aromas. It evokes eternity and 
success and means "eight" in French. It brings 
out positivism and confidence. 

Deauville is inspired by a walk along 
Deauville, France. lt combines citus and 
green musky ingredients fora fresh and soft 
fragrance. 

Miró, like a painting by the famous artist, is 
vibrant; it has a citrus base but also combines 
pepper and violet. 

. . Inno meticulously hand-picked the natural 
ingredients, making several trips to Grasse, 
France, for that purpose. 


Partners perfect. 

Through Rustan's, he was able to link up. 
with the 200-yearold perfumery house, 
Charabot. The French house has a legendary 
reputation for sourcing the most-prized roses, 
jasmines, violets, orange blossoms, narcissus, 
lavenders, ylang-ylang, geranium, vetiver, 
cinnamon, élove and many others for its ex- 
perimentations on scents. 

Charabot was a perfect partner for a most 
meticulous artiste. The process was personal 
and collaborative, involving trips to and from 
France on the part of Inno, until at last they 
‘came up with a fragrance that satisfied the de- 
signer’ sensibilities. There are plans to spin 
off the perfume to soaps and candles. 

"The fruits of Inno's venture with Rustan's 
and Charabor will be unveiled formally at the 
designer's invitational couture show tonight 
titled "Around the Moon, Inno Sotto: Five 
Women," with President ‘Macapagal-Arroyo 
as guest of honor.

24/7 service center 


WORKERS Welfare Administration 
(OWWA) chief, Marianito D. Roque 
has announced the inauguration and 
operationalization of the OWWA's 24- 
Hour/7-Day Operations Center or 
OPCenter at the 4^ floor of the OWWA 
Center in Pasay City. 

The OPCenter largely envisioned 
as a primary monitoring center for 
developments concerning overseas 
Filipino workers is located at the very 
heart of OWWA's operations- near 
the administrator's office. "Providing 
immediate, relevant and quality ser- 


stance and response in locating the 
center near my office," Administrator 
Roque said. "This is to show that we 
are not merely paying lip service to a 
valued sector of our society," he 
adds. 

Earlier, Secretary Patricia A. Sto. 
Tomas, of the Department of Labor 
and Employment (DOLE), gave a di- 
rective to make OWWA services better 
and accessible to its OFW clients. 

Other services lined up by the ad- 
ministrator and being offered by the 
Center are: liaison and coordinative 
work with the Department of Foreign 
Affairs through its Embassies and 
Consulates; facilitative action on re- 
quests for assistance by OFWs with 
the Department of Labor and Employ- 


POEA’s mandate: The best benefits for the ‘ 


‘THE Philippine Overseas Employment Adminis- 
tration (POEA) is the government agency, which 
is responsible for optimizing the benefits of the 
country’s overseas employment program. 

This agency was created in 1982 through Ex- 
ecutive Order 797 o promote and to monitor the 
overseas employment of Filipino workers. 

In 1987, through Executive Order 247, POEA 
was reorganized to include the following ex- 
panded functions 

‘To respond to changing markets and eco- 
nomic condition; and to strengthen the workers 
protection and regulatory components of the 
overseas employment program. 

In 1995, Republic Act 8042 defined specific 
policy thrusts for POEA in the light of emerging 
issues. 

These include: 

* Guarantee of migrant workers rights 

* Deregulation of POEA regulatory functions 

+ Stricter rules on illegal recruitment activi- 
ties and the corresponding penalties 

* Selective deployment 

+ Repatriation of workers 

+ Reintegration program 

+ Shared government information systems on 
migration and other basic assistance to OF Ws 
and their families 

* Use of information technology o facilitate 
dissemination of labor market information 

* Expanded grassroots outreach education. 
program to enable potential OFWs to arrive at 
informed decisions. 

* One-country team approach to synergize 
services to Filipino overseas 

* Restructuring of systems for disposition of 
adjudication cases relating to overseas employ- 
ment. 

Corollary to its mandate, the POEA's mission 
is to ensure decent and productive employment 
for Overseas Filipino Workers." 

Its vision is to be a culturally sensitive, cus- 
tomer-driven and business-oriented advocate of 
the overseas Filipino workers" well-being. 

twill actively support generation of employ- 
ment through the licensed recruitment entities, 
and on a government-to-government arrange- 
ment. It will facilitate, enhance and preserve 
‘employment of Overseas Filipino Workers. 

‘An average of 3,000 clients and as much as 
5,000 clients on peak days are served by POEA at 
its main office alone. These clients are overseas 
job applicants, seafarer- registrants, name hires, 
newly hired workers, overseas performing art- 
ists, relatives of migrant workers, victims of 
illegal recruiters, foreign employers and repre- 
sentatives of private recruitment agencies. 

To best serve йз clients, POEA has maintained 
an organizational structure with the POEA Gov- 
eming Board at the helm. The Secretary of Labor 
and Employment heads the Governing Board, 
and the POEA Administrator as vice-chairman 
and representatives from the private, women, 
sea-based and land-based sectors as members. 

The POEA Administrator oversees the daily 
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operations of the agency and is supported by 
three deputy administrators. 

The Deputy Administrator for Employment 
and Welfare oversees the Pre-Employment Ser- 
vices Office and the Welfare and Employment 
Office. 

* The Pre-Employment Services Office or PSO 
is tasked with the accreditation of principals, 
verification and approval of job orders, process- 
ing of employment contracts, issuance of 
overseas employment certificates (OEC), devel- 
‘opment of employment standards, and does 
market research and promotional activities.

It conducts Pre-Employment Orientation

Under the Deputy Administrator for Adjudi- 
cation and Employment Regulation are the 
following offices:

1 am writing this column 
from Italy, where unemploy- 
ment.is low. In my two weeks 
here, I have met many or 
nary people doing ordinary 
things and getting by in their 
careers. The standard of living 
here is high and some people 
take on many jobs in order to 
survive, I guess we don't have 
to be extraordinary to succeed 
in our careers. 

Maybe, you are not that or- 
dinary—you have successfully 
completed your college edu- 
cation and you had a job 
once. You even dream of hav- 
ing a great career, something 
that most "ordinary" people 
don't do. 

Perhaps, I can share with 
you a few ordinary tips on 
how to have a great career, 
but only you can regain your 
self-confidence to achieve 
that dream career. Much of 
what 1 will tell you now you 
might have already heard or 
read before. Perhaps, you 
don't need extraordinary ad- 
vice—what you might need is 
an enormous amount of abil- 
ity, will power and confi- 
dence to achieve your dream. 

Ability to get the job 

Lets first talk of ability. The 
people who usually get a job 
are not necessarily the people 
who know best how to do the 
job. They are usually the 
people who know best how to 
get а job. (I have said this 
before in this column.) In 
school, you might have 
learned "foreign service,” but 
1 might venture saying that 
perhaps you were never really 
taught how to get a job that 
requires what you learned. 
That's ordinary! 

Getting a job and doing a 
Job are two different skills that 
you must have. With your 
education and experience, 
perhaps you have what it 
takes to do a particular job. 
However, to be able to get a 
job, you also need the ability 
or skill to get a job. 

Getting a job is very com- 
petitive nowadays, especially 


in a labor surplus economy 
like the Philippines. To have 
an edge in getting a job, you 
must be able to have the fol- 
lowing skills: 

* Knowing the competen- 
cies—skills, inclinations, in- 
terests, likes, abilities, etc.— 
that will make you succeed in 
a particular job 

* Knowing where to find 
the jobs that suit you and 
where you will likely succeed 

* Knowing how to get no- 
ticed by the companies that 
can provide your dream ca- 
reer 

* Convincing the company 
that you are who they are 
looking for—and not the hun- 
dreds of others looking for the 
same job—by passing the bat- 
tery of tests and series of inter- 
views. 

Learning the skills 

These abilities аге not in- 
nate—you can learn them. 
You must learn these abili- 
ties and skills if you want to 
have a great career. Educa- 
ton is very important 
People in school now must 
never take their education 
for granted. Good perfor- 
mance in school is often 
seen as an indicator of good 
performance at work. But 
education is not just about 
schooling. In fact, I have al- 
ways suggested that in or- 
der to succeed in life, one 
must “never let schooling 
interfere with one's educa- 
tion." 

Aside from having the 
right abilities—to get a job 
and to do the job—you must 
have the willpower to de- 
cide what is good for you. 
Many people miss getting 
their dream jobs because 
they either “take the first 
bus that comes along” or 
take so much time to decide 
what they really want in 
life. There must be a bal- 
ance between rushing into a 
job that you might later di 
like and not making a deci- 
sion at all when a job awa 
you. Have a sense of pur- 
pose, know what you want 
in life, look at possibilities, 
choose where you want to 
be, and pursue that dream 
job. 

1t is all right to experiment 
on different jobs. Many 
people are never sute about 
what they want when they 
start their careers. At least, 
you know that you don't want 
to be a room boy again. Then, 
try other jobs— but you must 
be practical in choosing your 
next jobs. With your educa- 
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tion in Foreign Service and 
your experience as а room 
boy, you can't expect to be a 
hotel manager right away. 
o, what jobs can you reason- 
ably aspire for? (Perhaps, you 
can check out a chapter on 
that in my book *How to Get 
а Job," which is available in 
popular book stores in Metro 
Manila.) 
Self-confidence 

The next “competence” (if 
you can call it that) is very 
important—confidence 
This is a state of mind and 
can be learned, too. Usu- 
ally, confidence is devel- 
oped through a series of 
positive experiences. A per- 
son who succeeds in a par- 
ticular task usually develops 
the confidence to do the 
same or similar task with 
ease. This does not, how- 
ever, mean that you can't 
have confidence when you 
are doing something for the 
first time. Many first-timers 

in most anything they do) 
succeed because they be- 
lieve they can. Having the 
right skills can also enhance 
confidence. But a lot of 
times, one can have confi- 
dence by simply believing in 
oneself. As 1 often say, "if 


interview you and what ques- 
tions are usually asked, pre- 
pare ready answers to some 
commonly asked questions, 
rehearse your responses, etc. 
When you know that you 
have not done anything to 
prepare for a job interview, 
you know that your confi 
dence level might be low. 
But, when you have prepared 
and are ready to take any test 
or meet the interviewer, you 
will develop the confidence 
required to make a good im- 
pression. 

Forget that you failed five 
times.in your application 
with call centers.

When you ap- 
ply for another job, be sure 
that you have the abilities to 
do the job and to get the job, 
the willpower to compete for 
the job, and the confidence 
that you will get that job. 
How? You will know it be:

Sometimes, you just have 
to climb in the ring and accept some punishment while you 
try to outlast him. But that doesn't mean you never punch 
back. Below afe some “strategic punches” you can use while 
waiting for him to wear out. For more, check out Josh Gordon's 
book, "Selling 2.0" (Berkley, 2000) 

Do you know what your competitors charge? Continually 
monitor the prices, terms and service packages of your com- 
petitors. Give your customer an in-depth comparison of how 
your prices compare—while clearly highlighting your benefits. 

Do you show them how you'll save them money over 
time? A cheaper price doesn't look so good when the cus- 
tomer has to ship the product cross-country every time it 
needs repair. Show her how you'll save her money over the 
long haul with more convenient locations, a bigger prod- 
uct line, specialized knowledge, just-in-time deliveries 
and any other bennies you can provide. 

Do you give them proof? There's nothing like a testimo- 
nial—especially if it's got numbers attached. Ask happy 
customers for permission to use them as examples. If you 
can't name specific companies, describe past customers’ 
successes with your product anonymously, while ex- 
plaining that you need to protect their identities. Make 
these "case studies" specific, and number-filled, Con- 
vince them with the data of a scientific journal rather 
than the glitz of an ad. 

Do you customize your presentation to their needs? Instead 
of giving a generic pitch, ask a few targeted questions, then, 
give the customer a spreadsheet showing exactly what your 
product will do for him over time. He'll be better persuaded— 
and will have an easier time selling others. 
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Thanking your problems

АТ WORK, where you have to deal with all sorts of people, you 
learn to be thankful not only for the usual things, or for extraor- 
dinary favors coming your way, but also for your problems. Some 
people, in fact, do not want to call problems "problems" but “situ- 
ations" or "challenges." But whatever you choose to call them, 
problematic situations at the workplace are some of the best op- 
portunities to take one's professionalism to the next level, espe- 
cially for decision-makers or the highly-placed. 

Managers and decision-makers are supposedly bright or smart 
people—or in any case brighter and smarter than (most of) their 
subordinates. In fact, the general perception is that their subor- 
dinates need them more than the other way around, partly be- 
cause it's so common to see bosses who act as though they don't 
need anyone. That's understandable, because in an organization, 
the higher you are, the more indispensable you become: there's 
only one president where there may be one hundred typists. 

The best bosses to work with are those who know how to be 
thankful for their "people problems"—the slow assistant, the 
stubborn driver, the seatterbrained clerk, and others. He is thank- 
ful for the presence of “difficult” people in the workplace because 
from dealing with them he learns to be patient, tolerant, 
humble, thus he is purged of his own conceit, arrogance, and 
pride. By appreciating the gifts he has been given, and accept- 
ing others wholeheartedly despite their limitations--he is healed 
and purified, ready to radiate the peace of Christ. Such is the 
kind of boss who makes the biggest difference in the workplace 
because they first make the biggest difference in their coworkers’ 
hearts.

QR a “Peace Month,” September didn't quite 
start out on a peaceful note. There was the bloody 
hostage-taking of schoolchildren in Beslan, the 
car bomb outside the Australian Embassy in 
Jakarta, and the anniversary of martial law, which 
ironically enough fell on Sept. 21, World Peace 
Day. The day not only brought back memories of 
those dark years but also ignited street protests 
and vigils. 

But maybe all these chilling reminders of continuing vi- 
olence also brought home the importance of building 
peace and bringing an end to conflict. 

In this country, the work of peace-building falls on the 
Office of the Presidential Adviser on the Peace Process 
(OPAPP), headed by Teresita “Ging” Quintos Deles. 

Full circle 

‘She has come “full circle,” says this former executive 
rector of the Gaston 2. Ortigas Peace Institute and Secre- 
tary-General of the NGO National Peace Conference. Ging 
thus brings decades of peace-building work to her post as 
she oversees negotiations for a settlement of armed con- 
flicts and for addressing the basic causes of these upris- 
ings, 

Ging, who before her appointment to the OPAPP headed 
the National Anti-Poverty Commission (NAPC), oversees 
the peace process for the government side, which means 
monitoring the progress of the peace negotiations with the 
MILF and the CPP-NDE and working with other agencies 
to bring the fruits of development to conflict-ridden areas. 
Hopefully, this would root out the causes of unrest and 
armed rebellion. 

So does Ging, a familiar face in anti-government rallies 
during martial law and a stalwart of NGO causes, feel any 
different now that she's working in government? 

“Nothing has really changed," she says. Only the venue 
of her work has changed and not its nature, adds Ging.

Since graduating with an AB Literature 
degree from Maryknoll, and teaching 
English composition and literature to 
high-school juniors, she has gotten deep- 
er into development work. 

From assisting her brother Rolly Quin- 
tos in devising an alternative education 
framework for adults in urban poor com- 
munities, Ging found herself coordinat- 
ing the work of SPES, the social develop- 
ment arm of Ateneo de Manila Universi- 
ту while quietly working with other 
‘groups battling the martial law regime. 
In 1976, Ging and husband Jojo Deles 
put up the Social Development Index to- 
gether with other NGO colleagues and 
Ateneo graduates, seeking to provide 
college graduates wanting to work with 
NGOs a support system as well as а 
"home" for reflections on alternative 
lifestyles and emerging issues. Index 
would in time serve as an incubator for 
various groups and alliances, including 
the feminist group Pilipina. 

Dream women 

These days, Ging says she finds her 
feminism best expressed in her three 
daughters, all of whom, she says proud- 
ly, "have turned out to be the women 1 
dreamed them to be.” Paola, 26, worked 
on micro-credit projects in Digos, Davao 
del Sur with the Jesuit Volunteer Service 
after graduation from the Ateneo, after 
which she proceeded to Fordham for a 
post-graduate degree in international 
development. At present, she's on the 
staff of Sen. Mar Roxas. Leila, 23, holds a 
‘management information systems de- 
gree from the Ateneo and served on the 


staff of former DepEd Secretary DJ de Je- 
sus. She's now connected with Globe 
Telecoms. Karla, 20, is a computer sci- 
ence senior also at the Ateneo. Husband. 
Jojo, meanwhile, is a consultant on gov- 
emance in the ARMM with a group 
called Growth with Equity in Mindanao. 

Her older daughters’ stint in govern- 
ment, Ging notes, was part of their de- 
sire “to give public service a try” Still 
fresh їп her mind, says Ging, was a ге- 
‘mark one of their daughters made while 
Jojo, who was then working with the 
Canadian International Development 
Agency, was debating with himself 
whether to accept an offer to be an un- 
dersecretary at the Department of Agrar- 
ian Reform during the Ramos adminis- 
tration. Said the girl: “If you can work 
with the Canadian government, then 
you should be able to work with our gov- 
emment!” 

Though she says she doesn't see her- 
self “staying in government for the rest 
of my life,” Ging says she can leave pub- 
lic service with her head held high, 
knowing that her life's work has been 
fulfilled. “I feel I made a difference,” she 
declares. "Now Tm helping determine 
policy, and have drawn up a peace plan 
that the entire government bureaucracy 
has embraced and committed to." 

Part of that peace plan is conflict pre- 
vention which, although it has received 
little attention in the media, excites Ging 
no end, 

"The President calls it ‘affirmative ac- 
tion’ for Muslim Mindanao,” she shares, 
‘The program includes a P3.7-billion road

network meant to connect the con- 
stituent provinces of the ARMM that are. 
separated from each other by predomi- 
nantly Christian areas. These areas vot- 
ed against membership in the au- 
tonomous region. The road network, 
says Ging, “will not just mean easier gov- 
‘emance in ARMM, but also faster devel- 
opment in these neglected areas.” 
Wound inside 

But while government can spearhead 
development and reconstruction efforts 
in the conflict-affected areas, the process. 
of addressing the psycho-social trauma 
of individuals and the dislocation of 
communities, what Ging calls “the 
wounds inside” must be led by civil soci- 
егу, she avers. What she does not say is 
that government would certainly be in 
an awkward position should it attempt 
this all by itself since it was govern- 
ment—through е — military—that 
caused the disturbance in the first 
place. 

“There is very little actual work on the 
ground," observes Ging, even as she ac- 
knowledges the work being done by 
NGOs, much of which is with children. 
“We have been talking with civil society 
groups and religious leaders, such as ће 
Bishops-Ulama Forum, to adopt pro- 
grams in affected communities.” Among 
the possible programs: public dialogues 
among Christians, Muslims and lumads. 

‘The military, she says, is showing more 
sincerity in its peacekeeping role, as at- 
tested to by the participation of no less 
than the Vice Chief of Staff in the inter-

“Eena” Sta. Maria, 26, says that she gets “weird re- 
actions” when people find out what she does for a liv- 
ing.

This unassuming Filipina has been working for the SETI 
(Search for Extra Terrestrial Intelligence) Institute at the 
NASA-Ames Research Center at Moffett Field, California, for 
over а year now. AMES Research Center is one of the 10 field 
installations of NASA, the world leader in space exploration. 

Eena works as a research associate, doing Martian atmo- 
sphere simulations and modeling. Part of her job description 
includes the “development of the state-of-the-art evaporation 
models and the use of those models to investigate potential 
sites for melting on Mars.”

WOULD never work, friends had cautioned 

ina Morados and Frenchman Gerard Papillon 
when they learned that the two were dating. It 
didn't help that Morados, who is of Tingguian an- 
сету, had to go to Japan as a dancer to help sup- 
port her four siblings. Gerard met the star dancer 
at Jools when he went to the girlie bar in Makati 
for an after-dinner drink “on Sept. 22,1996,” he 


remembers. 

“She's only after your money," Gerard recalls his friends 
telling him. "Ah, no problem,” the then visiting business- 
man said with a Gallic shrug. "I have no money.” At that 
time, Gerard's construction business ín Singapore had gone 
belly up and he was flat broke. Tina's friends were as con- 
cerned. “Does that guy have money?” they asked Tina, who 
had responded archly, “Well, I have money!” She had just 
‘come from Japan, where she made a bundle as a dancer, 
and now at Jools, she was earning P1,200 a night, “a 
princely sum in 1996," she points our. 

Today, the couple has a six-year-old son, Gael Antony, 
and a flourishing free-range chicken business in Pidigan, 
‘Abra, Gerard still has the construction business for his day 
job, while Tina manages Pamora Farms—Pamora, after PA- 
pillon and MORAdos. The farm distributes Sasso chickens 
and eggs to selected dealers and restaurants as well as bot- 
tled chicken liver pate, gizzard adobo and confit that Tina 
has concocted from a family recipe 

‘Turning things around 

‘Turning things around might as well be the story of her 
life, says the 28-year-old dusky lass who recalls being 
taunted for her dark skin during her schooldays at the Sta. 
Quiteria Elementary School in Caloocan. "Negra! Negra!” 
her classmates would tease her and they were half-right, 
she says. “Ang lolo ko ang may sala (my grandfather was to 
blame),” she says good-naturedly.

Miss Aruba 

Dubbed Miss Aruba by friends, Tina's 
exotic looks instantly grabbed Gerard's 
attention. Born in a farm in 1943, Gerard 
recalls growing up with two younger sis- 
ters amid 15,000 free-range chickens 
and 80 cows and doing chores in a farm 
south of France. He had wanted to be an 
architect “but loved football so much,” 
he wound up in vocational school i 
stead. There he learned about the con- 
struction business and was soon travel- 
ing to Africa, Mauritania, Senegal, 
‘Cameroon, Iran, Iraq, Saudi Arabia, Sin- 
gapore and finally, Manila to recruit fel- 
low workers for abroad, 

Once married with two grown up chil- 
dren, Gerard was drawn to the then 20- 
year-old Tina "because of her looks and. 
her intelligence." The first time they met, 
they talked for four hours, he recalls. 
"She's a very mature person who's also а 
fast learner. Its incredible how much she 
can absorb so quickly.” She was also very 
honest and straightforward, he adds. 
"She told me everything—about dancing 
in Japan, her family. My other Filipina 
girlfriends had lied to me.” 

‘Adds Tina: "Of course I told him about 
my work. I tell that to everybody— have 
nothing to be ashamed of. Ive done 
nothing wrong.” 

For her part, Tina found the French- 
man “very kind, understanding and a re- 
al gentleman.” In fact, when she rejected 
his offers of a long-term relationship say- 
ing she had to take care of her siblings 
first, Gerard countered, “But I can help 
you!" That he did, setting up a small 
‘chicken farm for Tina's parents in Abra 
on the land she had acquired with her 
savings from Japan. 

‘Though supportive of Tina, Gerard has 
a few words on the dangers of too much 
family pressure: “I notice that Filipinos 
tend to press their children to go abroad 
to support the family and then just live 
on their remittances. It's given rise to а 
dole-out mentality” he notes. Being an 
OFW (overseas Filipino worker) is just 
fine, adds Tina, recalling her own past. "I 
only wish that these workers would go 
home after two years abroad and invest 
their time and money in their country 
and their families.” 

Family and work 

Putting value on family ties and hard 
work was something that both Tina and 
Gerard learned early on. Recalling his 
happy childhood in his grandparents’ 
farm, he says of his parents: “They had 
very strong principles in life. They told 
me to open my eyes to the world around 
me and appreciate it." 

Armed with such values, the Papillon 
couple soon had more free-range chick- 
ens than they could manage and started 

ing away poultry to their friends. 
“And then the compliments began,” says 
Gerard.

Where did you get 
this?" 

Recalls Gerard: "That's when a little 
light went on in my head. We could have 
а business!” When the couple found а 
sizeable piece of land at a very afford- 
able price, Pamora Farms was born. But 
they couldn't start counting their chick- 
ens just yet. "We didn't know a thing 
about raising free-range chickens," con: 
fesses Tina, who adds that they get their. 
chicks from A.P Inocencio Farms in Tere- 
sa, Rizal which breeds Sasso chickens. 

Originally bred in France, Sasso chick- 
епз are fed with 75 percent cereals, in- 
stead of animal-based protein, says Bob- 
by Inocencio, who owns the Teresa farm. 
"Other chickens are usually fed fishmeal 
and recycled meat products, which can 
be a source of salmonella and other bac- 
teria,” he adds. Unlike white chicken, 
free-range fowl are not pumped with 
hormones and chemicals to make them 
grow faster or become bigger, says this 
Sasso breeder. Although the chickens are 
vaccinated against diseases, antibiotics 
are used sparingly “to allow them to de- 
velop their natural immunity against dis- 
eases.” 

Better choices 

Free-range chickens are called such, 
adds Inocencio, “because theyre al- 
lowed to graze freely in grassy open air 
areas so they can eat natural foods like 
grass and foliage.” Such exercise also 
makes their flesh firmer (some might say 
tougher), but also healthier “since there. 
is very little fat under their skin.” With 
mo growth promotants that allow water 
retention in chickens, free-range chick- 
ens retain much of their size after cook- 
ing, while ordinary white chickens can 
shrink to as much as 65 percent of their 
weight, says Inocencio. At P180 per kilo, 
free-range chickens are definitely more 
expensive, but they're also healthier and 
more flavorful, he adds. 

All these details the Papillon couple 
had to learn aind impart to their 20 farm 
workers when they started business in 
2002. From a monthly capacity of 200 
broilers, they can now produce 800, and 
soon 1,200, ready-to-cook chickens that 
they supply to Santi's Delicatessen, Terry 
Selection, Rizal Dairy Farm and other 
outlets in Baguio and soon, in Cebu. 
Pamora Farms also joins other French ex- 
hibitors at the Agrilink Exhibition on 
Oct. 14 to 16 at the World Trade Center 
on Roxas Blvd., to showcase their farm 
produce. 

So far, business has been a family af- 
fair, although other investors have joined 
in to make ita corporation, "Tina's father 
is a fantastic mechanic,” says Gerard. 
"He's in charge of preventive mainte- 
nance and the repair of all farm equip- 
ment and machinery.” Tina's mom and 
sister help out in the kitchen, while Tina. 
herself takes charge of the farm. “I get up 
at 5 am. and after breakfast and some 
exercise, I'm off doing my rounds of the 
poultry and surrounding plantation and 
following up the paper work," she says. 
"Tm general manager and treasurer, but

‘own saber to strike these icons out from our memory. Gal- 
van is gentle, warm, affable and extremely courteous. By 
simply being what these icons are not, Galvan could easily 
win Spain's cultural war against the oppressive images left 
by a 300-year colonial regime. 

Another image 

His job, as Galvan describes it, is to "promote another 
image df Spain, not the old black-and-white that Filipinos 
have.” His composure does not crack at discussing а dif- 
ficult subject, but one can almost sense a hint of the pas- 
sion rumbling underneath. "Spain is а modern country, 
one of the motors of the European Union,” he says. "We 
are not only fiesta and siesta; but we are hard-working 
with a fast-growing economy." 

The Spanish conquistador has been replaced with the. 
compassionate philanthropist. Galvan claims, “Our young 
people work with NGOs. Spain gives out a lot of money in 
development aid. In the Philippines, we give more than 
the United States, and we are second only to Japan.” 

‘The diplomat manages to say this simply and candidly, 
in probably the same spirit that he received the invitation.

Architect in Africa 

In the 1990s, when booming projects 
kept many of his colleagues at home, 
Galvan designed and built structures in 
other countries. 

“I used to be a quiet boy" he remarks 
on the irony, "I wasn't so much for travel 
whereas my other friends would go out 
of Spain for the holidays. But when 
somebody needed an architect to go to 
Africa, I said, Why not?" 

Included in his international portfolio 
are the housing projects in Africa, some 
resorts and other tourist-related estates 
in the Canary Islands, and an aviation 
training center in Eastern Europe. 

“1 saw Poland when it was beginning 
to develop, right before the fall of the 
Berlin Wall," he reminisces. "I saw mis- 
ery that I did not see before during the 
Communist era. Beggars were coming in 
from Russia.” One thing he learned 
while putting brick and mortar together 
in developing countries is “to make good 
buildings and designs with the scarcity 
of resources, while improving the qual- 
ity of life of the people.” 

His designs for a school for Spanish 
nuns in the Caroline Islands allowed for 
the windows to catch the wind and bring 
it into the more spacious areas. “You 
don't need airconditioning to feel com- 
fortable,” he points out. “Just look at the 
capiz windows in the Philippines as they 
catch the breeze.” 

Galvan's principle was tested time and 
again in his work in the Philippines. Ar- 
riving in Baguio City shortly after the big 
quake leveled schools and tall struc- 
tures, he felt that “the important thing

was to design something that will pre- 
vent future calamities. The main chal- 
lenge was to plan construction with the 
hilly nature of Baguio in mind. Many 
houses and buildings had been built in 
places that are prone to sliding.” 

The revitalization of the historic zone 
of Vigan in 1994 followed soon after. “Vi- 
gan is the urban city from the Spanish 
era that is still standing,” he enthuses. 
“There was a lot to be discovered. 1 
would go to the site and read documents 
about churches from the archives. 1 real- 
ized that a lot of cultural research had to 
be done, but it was being abandoned.” 

A field day 

Galvan had a field day traveling 
around the country, poring over books in 
libraries and piecing together the cultur- 
al and architectural landscape of the re- 
gions he was rebuilding. He maintains 
that many of our historic landmarks and 
heritage houses, often called "Spanish," 
are truly "something different, uniquely 
Filipino. Philippine architecture is a syn- 
thesis of many cultures. The friars tried 
to copy the models they knew in Spain. 
Because some of them came from Mex. 
ico, you can find some Mexican peculiar. 
ities in Filipino buildings. The Chinese 
craftsmen were another influence." 

Then, of course, there were the in- 
digenous houses constructed from na- 
tive materials, with the purpose of with- 
standing the string of earthquakes that 
rocked Manila in the Spanish era. 

‘The synthesis of Spanish and Filipino 
culture goes well beyond architecture, 
‘one reason why Galvan feels so much at 

home in this country. He was pleasantly 
surprised one day to hear the word 
“palanggana” while watching local TV; 
the Tagalog word for “water basin used 
for washing clothes” is apparently the 
same in Spain. 

"We do have a lot in common,” he 
stresses, “Our values. Our sense of hos-

Perfect preparation 

Ging says she is grateful for her work with the National 
Anti-Poverty Commission that, she says, was the perfect 
preparation for her post as peace advisor. Appointed to 
МАРС in January 2001, Ging led government efforts to 
reach out to poor communities, coordinating the work of 
various agencies in bringing basic services to overlooked 
and neglected neighborhoods and barangays. “I went in- 
to areas in the city and the country that 1 never even 
knew existed, where the extent of poverty actually 
shocked me, After decades of work with NGOs, it turned. 
ош that I didn't know everything there was to know 
about this country” 

"The May 1 assault on Malacanang by rabid pro-Estra- 
da forces, Ging recounts, "was a wake-up call not just for 
government but for all social institutions, including the 
Church and the NGOs, as it showed the full extent of the. 
alienation the very poor felt from the rest of society. 

Asa representative of the NGO community, says Ging, 
“it was easy to prescribe solutions and policies, to view 
issues and events as either black or white.” But when one 
is part of government, she explains, “the demand is for 
you to deliver, so you learn how to work with all sectors 
and use whatever is available on the ground. You deal 
with a more complex reality. For instance, as NGOs, our 
immediate solution to armed conflict is the total pullout 
of government troops. But when you talk with local gov- 


that a military presence is crucial to keep- 
ing the peace in their area. We may advo- 
cate for the abolition of armed civilian 
units (Cafgus), but leaders of indigenous 
people's communities want them around 
for protection.” 
De facto representatives 

"This lesson was brought home to Ging 
most dramatically last year when the mil- 
itary unleashed what it called a “police 
action" against MILF elements in Central 
Mindanao. As de facto “representatives” 
of civil society in the Cabinet, Ging and 
Social Welfare Secretary Dinky Soliman 
came under attack immediately not just 
from government critics but even from 
their former NGO colleagues who ques- 
tioned the wisdom of the military cam- 
paign and the consequent suffering 
among civilians, “We would receive text 
messages asking us directly: Shouldn't 
you resign?” Ging recalls. "Our friends 
wanted us to voice-out their sentiments, 
to act like we were still NGOs ing 
the administration from the outside.” 

But discussions with other Cabinet 
members convinced her, says Ging, that 
“if we brought the debate taking place in- 
side to public view, we would lose all ef- 
fectiveness inside.” So she decided to 
stay, feeling that "we could still influence 
and help define policy,” a decision she 
feels was ultimately vindicated.
